Conservation 
easement for 

Mt McSauba and 
Lake Michigan 
Beach getting 
closer

CHARLEVOIX - Ata 
ten minute August 1 City 
Council meeting, commis- 
sioners approved a liquor 
license for Bridge Street’s 
Cherry Republic and lan- 
guage that will appear on 
the ballot in the General 
Election. 

According to an appli- 
cation submitted to coun- 
cil, Cherry Republic plans 
to add a microbrewery to 
the back of its present 
store and a tasting station 
to the front. The neces- 
sary liquor license was 
approved. 

Past Council discus- 
sions concerning a pro- 
posed conservation 
easement at Mt McSauba 
Recreation Area and Lake 
Michigan Beach Park left 
off with Council setting 
the idea aside for a while. 
First ward resident John 
Campbell along with the 
Charlevoix Conservation 
Easement Committee cir- 
culated a petition asking 
that the proposal be 
placed on the ballot for a 
vote of the people. The pe- 
tition asked that the city 
be required to grant con- 
servation easements to 
the Little Traverse Con- 
servancy for the Mt. Mc- 
Sauba Recreation Area 
and Lake Michigan Beach 
Park in order to protect 
the recreational and envi- 
ronmental values of these 
areas forever thus limit- 
ing the development of 
the properties, allowing 
only existing uses and ex- 
isting facilities. Campbell 
and the committee col- 
lected 490 signatures and 
submitted them to the city 
clerk but only 416 were 
found to be valid. This is 
over the 336 signatures 
needed to get the proposal 
on the November 8 ballot. 

The city attorney 
drafted the language to 
meet all required specifi- 
cations. Now that the city 
council has approved it, it 
will be sent to the county 
clerk who will send it to 
the attorney general who 
may choose to tweak it. 
The approved language 
reads: ...”the city charter 
be amended to require the 
city to grant the Little

The 
center hopes to use part of 
the Civic Center ona 
monthly basis in the begin- 
ning, with a long-term goal 
of operating weekdays from 
3-8:30 p.m. during the school 
year. 

Vice President of The 
Depot board, Gary Roberts, 
spoke with commissioners 
at Tuesday's meeting. 

“We have everything in 
place (for the teen center),” 
Roberts said. “We have 
funds. We just have to con- 
tinue with our strategic plan 
and get our budget in 
place...We're taking steps, 
and now we need a loca- 
tion.” 

Located downtown East 
Jordan, The Civic Center is 
within walking distance 
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from the school and many 
neighborhoods. The site also 
offers a gymnasium, large 
multi-purpose room, and 
several smaller side rooms. 
The Depot plans to offer tu- 
toring, mentoring, snacks, 
and activities in the gym as 
the schedule allows. And the 
organization is willing to 
work with any existing pro- 
grams that already make 
use of the gymnasium space. 

“Our goal is to have a loca- 
tion, and [the Civic Center] 
would work perfectly. Part 
of our next step is to create 
scheduling and some plan- 
ning, and that is difficult 
until we have a location,” 
Roberts said. 

With a September 15th 
goal to begin The Depot, 
East Jordan commissioners

“The middle/high school 
building’s heating system will be 
completely replaced in addition to 
an upgrade to the electrical serv- 
ice,” indicated Gaffney. “We are 
also making major changes to the 
site and grounds at the elementary 
school to correct drainage issues.” 

Over the course of the next 
month the district’s architects will 
be finalizing phase one construc- 
tion documents with the construc- 
tion manager releasing the projects 
to bid in early September. “The 
goal is to begin construction on the 
new additions this fall,” said 


Gaffney. “We'll try to accomplish 
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as much as possible while school is 
in session this year. However, the 
vast majority of the phase one work 
will take place during the summer 
2017 recess.” 

Once the major work at the mid- 
dle/high school and elementary 
buildings is underway, the district 


will begin to look at additional 
phase two projects to take place 
during the 2017 school year. Phase 
two projects may potentially in- 
clude the partial remodeling of the 
current elementary cafeteria into 
an early childhood learning center 
and the remodeling of the bath- 
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rooms in the elementary school. 
“The final scope of the phase two 
projects will not be known until 
after phase one bids are received 
and a majority of the major con- 
struction at the middle/high school 
is underway,” Gaffney indicated. 
“The ECS Board of Education, 
staff, and students would like to 
thank the residents of the district 
for approving the bond issue last

THE VIDEO REVOLUTION

most of the action takes place. They 
like to stay in their precinct build- 
ings or in their squad cars and let 
those edifices do the talking, the in- 
timidating. When they have to ap- 
proach subjects they don’t want to 
be caught on video because then 
they’re inhibited by being observed 
and recorded and can’t react ac- 
cording to adrenaline. Adrenal dic- 
tates spontaneous action and it’s 
never according to procedure as 
one expects from the protectors of 
the public. These guys are fighting 
for their lives as they perceive it, 
don’t want to take a bullet unsus- 
pectingly, shoot first, ask questions 
later, let God sort ‘em out, and so 
on. These guys are only human, not 
psychologists, clergy, attorneys or 
heroes. They just want to get 
through the shift and go home. 

Because I said so is the implica- 
tion behind many altercations with 
those observing police actions, es- 
pecially news reporters trying to 
get stories or video of the situation. 
Police don’t want to be caught on 
camera doing what they do or even 
the aftermath of scenes of police in- 
volvement for fear they’ll be seen 
doing something they’re not au- 
thorized to do — like shooting peo- 
ple. They much prefer to charge 
persons with crimes concocted to 
dismiss their actions as necessary 
whereas those of the public with 
malice aforethought, disturbing 
crime scenes and such drivel as 
passes for police blotter insinua- 
tion. If they beat somebody up it’s 
invariably written as subduing at- 
tack by perpetrator and the like. 

Police work carries some danger 
to be sure as we’re seeing of late. 
You take these ordinary guys and 
put guns in their hands you’ve got 
paranoia personified. The only so- 
lution is take the guns away. Cops 
don’t wear guns in England. US 
cops would be far more effective un- 
armed. Then they might even ap- 
preciate the video cams they wear 
because the true story would be 
filmed. We can’t expect cops to tell 
the truth, they’ll make up some ex- 
cuse every time. Let the video do 
the talking. Take away the guns. 
That reduces the equation to one of 
observation. If they want to be bul- 
lies there’s always someone tougher 
out there and the whole event will 
be videoed anyway. Even prosecu- 
tors and jurors can see that. With- 
out guns police will welcome the 
video revolution. This is the way to 
shoot people. Bang, bang, you’re on 
video.
